SUPERINTENDENT'S 
REPORT 


To  the  School  Board   of  Dalton: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  report  relative  to  your  school?: 

The  balance  sheet  of  your  financial  report  of  last  June  3  0 
showed  an  excess  of  assets  over  liabilities  of  $146.8  6.  The 
budget  for  this  year  revised  to  meet  preent  estimated  needT 
is  $10, 694.. 0.  The  estimated  income  for  the  present  yenr 
is  $10,933.00.  These  estimates  would  allow  the  year  to  close 
with  a   balance   of    $239.00 

In  presenting  a  budget  for  next  year  explanation  is  neces- 
sary. A  conference  with  Commissioner  Pringle  of  the  Stat<! 
Board  of  Education  has  convinced  me  that  Dalton  cannot 
expect  as  much  state  aid  money  during  the  next  two  year^> 
as  has  been  received  during  the  last  two  years.  This  de- 
cision has  been  reached  because  decreased  valuation  through- 
out the  state  has  caused  more  school  districts  to  qualify  for 
state  aid.  With  no  increase  in  the  equalization  fund  the 
total  must,  of  course,  be  spread  among  more  school  districts 
and  the  allotment  to  each  mun,  consequently,  be  less. 

The  following  proposal  made  by  the  Commissioner,  I 
understand,  meets  with  your  approval.  It  suggests  that  the 
State  Board  of  Education  wiii  approve  the  tuition  of  all  junior 
high  school  pupils  (grades  seven  and  eight)  in  the  high  school, 
the  transportation  of  the  junior  high  school  pupils  from 
Scott's  and  No.  9  to  the  high  school  building,  and  the  trans- 
portation of  the  pupils  in  the  lower  grades  from  Scott's  and 
No.  9  to  the  No.  1  and  Union  schools.  This  proposal  would 
close  the  ttcott's  and  No.  9  schools.  The  state  board  would 
also  approve  the  payment  of  tuition  to  Whitefleld  for  those 
pupils  in  the  Scott's  district  who  prefer  to  attend  the  White- 
fleld school  at  their  own  tran'^portation  e-^pense. 

The  adoption  of  this  proposal  would  reduce  your  total  ex- 
penditure for  the  support  of  elementary  schools  materially. 
The  school  district  appropriation  would  no^  be  much  changed. 
The  district  must  appropriate  the  $5.00  tax  on  the  equalized 
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valuation,  amounting  to  1 2,575.93,  and  enougli  more  to  pay 
the  other  statutory  obligations,  estimated  at  $2,822.00,  less 
the  cash  balance  and  amount  available  from  the  dog  tax. 
These  amounts  with  proper  deductions  would  be  slightly  over 
$5,000.00.  As  the  high  school  tuition  is  an  uncertain  amount, 
the  adoption  of  the  above  proposal  would  probably  make  an 
appropriation  of  $5,000.00  enough  to  balance  the  account  m 
June   1938. 

Another  problem  of  considerable  importance  demands 
your  attention.  The  present  membership  in  the  high  school 
building  is  5  2.  The  membership  in  the  senior  high  school 
(grades  nine  to  twelve)  next  year  will  probably  be  31,  plus 
any  pupils  who  may  enter  the  ninth  grade  from  the  town  of 
Lunenburg.  Closing  the  Scott's  and  No.  9  schools  and  putting 
all  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  in  ;he  high  school 
building  would  make  the  total  membership  in  that  building 
61  or  more.  The  building  is  not  large  enough  to  accommodate 
that  number. 

Your  plans  for  an  exten,  ion  to  he  town  building  with  the 
installation  of  steam  heat  and  a  water  system  call  for  an 
expenditure  of  about  $3,000.00.  If  you  can  raise  this  amount 
by  issuing  notes,  you  can  probably  arrange  for  payment  of 
same  over  a  period  oi  year.";  and  keep  your  to  al  appropria- 
tion to  an  amount  no  greater  than  that  of  last  year.  Your  im- 
proved building  would  house  your  high  school  comfortably 
until  such  time  as  the  district  is  in  a  position  to  erect  a  mod- 
ern central  school  for  all  of  its  pupils.  I  am  confident  that 
the  normal  school  would  properly  equip  the  addition  and 
would  continue  the  operation  of  the  high  school.  If  your  pro- 
posed plan  includes  a  well  lighted  basement  room  the  intro- 
duction of  woodworking  courses  for  the  junior  high  school 
boys  and  a  general  shop  course  for  high  school  boys  would 
be  a  likely  development. 

Miss  Mabel  Pollard  resigned  from  the  principalship  of 
your  high  school  during  the  summer  and  Dr.  Silver  secured 
the  services  of  Miss  A.  Carmen  Taylor  for  that  position.  Miss 
Taylor  is  proving  an  able  administrator  and  a  very  efficient 
leader  of  teachers  and  pupils.  The  school  is  in  excellent  condi- 
tion. The  enrollment  is  the  largest  in  its  history  and  all  of 
the  pupils  enrolled  are  in  attendance  at  this  writing. 

Three  of  the  teachers  in  your  elementary  schools  resigned 
at  the  close  of  last  year  to  accept  positions  elsewhere.     Miss 
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Hildred  Covell,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Normal  School  with 
several  years  of  experience,  was  secured  to  succeed  Miss 
Colby  in  the  No.  1  school.  Miss  Cuohing  was  transferred 
from  No.  9  to  the  lower  grades  in  the  same  school.  Miss 
Helen  Macek  was  selected  for  the  Union  school  and  Miss 
Agnes  Ambrose  for  No.  9.  Both  of  these  young  ladies  are 
graduates  in  the  last  year's  class  at  Plymouth.  These  teach- 
ers are  doing  good  work  in  their  new  positions.  Miss  Horan 
is  continuing  her  excellent  work  of  previous  years  in  the 
Scott's   school. 

Your  schools  are  fortunate  to  have  the  services  of  a  good 
school  nurse.  Of  the  138  pupils  examined  in  September  of 
last  school  year  87  defects  were  listed  in  the  report,  42  of 
these  defects  received  treatment  during  the  year,  and  3  6  of 
the  defects  were  corrected.  All  of  the  pupils  had  been 
vaccinated  or  had  been  excused  by  a  physician.  A  toxoid 
antitoxin  clinic  was  held  in  the  spring.  A  pre-school  age 
clinic  was  also  held.  Last  fall  Mrs.  Spaulding  conducted  a 
clinic  to  discover  defective  hearing  with  an  audiometer  loaned 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  Mrs.  Spaulding  visits  the 
schools  at  regular  intervals  and  in  any  cases  of  special  need. 

I  am  very  appreciative  of  the  interest  you  have  shown  in 
all  phases  of  school  work.
